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Council hears lots of input on 


ambulance service hearing 


The public hearing on an 
ambulance service for St. 
Albert took up three hours of 
the regular three and one- 
half hours meeting time at 
council Monday night, and it 
is clear that an ambulance 
service is six months, pro- 
bably more away. 

Mayor Plain reviewed as 
background the results of an 
ambulance survey done with 


the 1976 census when two 
questions were asked of 
voters. 3,363 people voted in 
favour of an emergency care 
service with paramedic per- 
sonnel, at a cost of about $20 
per year per average resi- 
dential property. 2,433 voted 
no to this service. 

3,448 people voted in 
favour of a municipally sub- 
sidized, privately operated 


ambulance service for first 
aid care at the scene, and 
during transportation to any 
emergency care centre, at a 
cost of $2 or $3 per year per 
average residential property. 
City Manager Bob Byron 
summarized a memorandum 
of cost alternatives which he 
had prepared on the expec- 
tation of 1000 calls per

Bishop’s Palace in St. Albert 
protected as historic site 


An historic landmark in St. 
Albert, the Bishop’s Palace 
at #5 St. Vital Avenue, has 
been designed a classified 
Historic Site by Minister of 
Culture, Horst A. Schmid. 
The Bishop’s Palace is asso- 
ciated with the historic St. 
Albert Mission founded in 


1861, and is situated beside 
the Father Lacombe Museum 
overlooking the community 
of St. Albert. 

Originally the Bishop’s 
Palace was designed for use 
as a residence for the Grey 
Nuns, thus its architecture 
followed the typical French

mentally retarded 
to be discussed 


A meeting will take place 
on Thursday, March 3 at 7:30 
p-m., which should be of 
interest to all those con- 
cerned with the mentally 
handicapped in St. Albert. It 
will be held in Akinsdale 
Clubhouse, 36 Alpine Boule- 
vard. (Follow Hebert Road 
from the highway to Akins 
Drive. Turn right and the 
first opening left is Alpine 
Boulevard). 

Initiated by a group of 
concerned residents in co- 
operation with the Commun- 
ity Services Department, the 
basic purpose of the meeting 
is to provide an opportunity 
for those with a common 
concern to meet. 

There is no doubt that 
many people responsible for 
the care of a mentally 
handicapped person, child or 
adult, have occasionally a 
feeling of isolation - and, 
worse, that nobody cares. It 
is hoped that this meeting 
will disprove this and, while 


primarily of importance to 
families where there is 
incidence of mental retar- 
dation, anyone interested in 
what is or is not happening in 
this area will be more than 
welcome. 

Membership in an asso- 
ciation for the mentally re- 
tarded neither qualifies nor 
disqualifies; the only pre- 
requisite is caring and show- 
ing that you care. 

The meeting will be in- 
formal. Coffee will be served 
and there will be an opp- 
ortunity to exchange infor- 
mation about the services 
available and to explore 
possibilities for the future. 
And the future may involve 
the formation of a more 
formally structured group; 
that will depend entirely on 
the outcome of the meeting.

District three hears High 


At their regular meeting 
Monday night, trustees of 
School District #3 heard a 
presentation from Clarence 
Kambeitz, principal of St. 
Albert High School, propos- 
ing courses of study to be 
ifgluded in the school’s 
curticulum next September. 

Caurses in Art 10, 20 and 
30 ate proposed at a total 
initial cost of around $1,750. 
Me. Kamabetts told the board 
thaf he felt there were 
enough students interested 


_th this area of study to form a 


good-sized class. These cl- 
asses, like others proposed, 
are felt to be competitive 
with the offerings of schools 
similar to St. Albert High 
and would enable students to 
move smoothly onto higher 
levels of study at other 
institutions. 

Due to a lack of interest in 
traditional drama study at 
the school, a course is 
proposed in Performing Arts 
at the 12 level, which would 
combine drama and TV arts, 
and equipment for the latter 
is already available to some 
extent to initiate the course. 
Mr. Kambeitz projected a 
figure of $900 to initiative the 
course. 

Mr. Kambeitz and his staff 
also proposed a course at the 
10 level in industrial educa- 
tion, centered around power 
technology. This would cost 
$11,500 for both operational 
and equipment costs. It was 
emphasized that these fig- 
ures do not include staff 
salaries. There is some 
question of the availability of 
teachers to teach the latter 
course and the board decided 
to commence advertising the 
post. The food science course 
will be continued at no extra 
cost. Trustee Peter Freeman 
moved that the board app- 
rove the program in principle 
and refer it to the finance 
committee.

Case one providing a 
paramedic director, four 
emergency vehicle operators 
and four paramedics and two 
vehicles, would cost an 
estimated $135,510 for ann- 
ual operating costs, with an 
annual deficit of $111,660. 

Case two involving a para- 
medic“director, four emer- 
gency vehicle operators and 
four emergency medical te- 
chnicians and two vehicles 
would have an annual opera- 
ting cost of $123,630 and 
annual deficit of $97,280. 

Case three in which the 
service would embrace the 
whole erea covered by 
Sturgeon General Hospital, a 
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third of which population 
would be out of St. Albert, 
would cost $127,330 annually 
with a deficit $111,130, 
assuming no transfers, As- 
suming that one-third popu- 
lation were to bear one-third 
of the cost, the fully 
paramedic service described 
in Case 1 would cost the user 
municipalities outside St. 
Albert a deficit of $37,170 
annually. For Case 2 the 
deficit figure would be 
$32,543. 

Mr. Byron pointed out that 
salaries are the main cost 
burden in setting up either 
the fully paramedic or the 
lesser paramedic service. 

Mayor Plain pointed out 
that either service as des- 
cribed in Case 1 and 2 would 
fall within the $20 per year 
per householder figure. He 
also noted that MD Sturgeon 
is not interested in a para- 
medic service but is interest- 
ed in a lesser delivery 
system. 


AFFORDABLE SERVICE - 
SAFETY COUNCIL 


Len Hobson, chairman of 
the St. Albert Safety Council 
was heard first. The Safety 
Council recommended a bas- 
ic service staffed by St. John 
Ambulance personnel, with 
no paramedics and one 
vehicle and said their report 
was to be directed to a 
service we can afford. 
Council will have to assess 
what we can afford Mayor 
Plain said, pointing out that 
“there is only $14,000 
difference between a fully 
paramedic service and your 
recommendation; Once we 
decide on $97,000, then 
$114,000 is not unafford- 
able,’’ he said. 


AID FROM 
MEDICINE HAT 


The co-ordinator of the 
Medicine Hat service was 
next. That service has just 
been upgraded from private 
to paramedic and is operated 
out of the hospital. He 
wished to pass on to council 
the studies, figures and 
reports done in that city. 
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They have a garage, office 
space and dormitory area at 
the hospital and the ambu- 
lance staff are hospital 
employees, paid by the hos- 
pital. The service is sub- 
sidized by the city quarterly 
and the ambulance and 
regular hospital staff work 
together back and forth. 
They have three ambulances 
and one rescue car and 
respond also to calls in 
neighbouring rural districts, 
with five paramedics and 
four emergency vehtcle op- 
erators. He recommended 
that St. Albert have oa 
back-up system and contin- 
ually upgrade their service. 
Ambulance service personn- 
el conduct first aid courses 
and courses in cardiac-pul- 
monary revival for com- 
munity groups, churches and 
schools and train fire de- 
partment people. A radio and 
telephone communications 
system ties in with the 
hospital switchboard and 
emergency department. In 
response to questions on 
costs he said he would 
provide all such information 
to council. 


NOT SECOND GRADE 
SERVICE PLEASE 


Mrs. Rowe of Goodridge 
Drive spoke for a small group 
of citizens who support a 
paramedic service for saving 
lives, preventive aspects and 
social and family well being. 
They did not want to settle 
for a second grade service 
and suggested a phased in 
program. 


ADVICE FROM 
MAYERTHORPE 


Bob Langley of the Mayer- 
thorpe service was present to 
give council the benefit of 
their experience. He felt one 
unit was not sufficient - 
Mayerthorpe now has three. 
He thought if St. Albert had 
three units and used the fire 
hall costs would remain 
about the same as for two 
units. Mr. Langley also had 
praise for emergency mea- 
sures technicians, whom he 
said after completed the four 
grades of training will be 
qualified paramedics. ‘‘Pa- 
ramedics do a good job, but 
Grande Prairie has hired and 
fired several due to the cost 
factor,"’ he added. From the 
Mayerthorpe experience he 
thought St. Albert, once the 
service was known, would 
find they have to respond to 
calls from outlying districts. 
Insurance will help pay 
these costs he told council. 
They had a big deficit from 
people who wouldn’t pay

COMBINE WITH FIRE 
PROTECTION SERVICE 


Mr. Andrews presented in 
written form the position 
taken at the previous week’s 
council meeting, favouring 
working the service with the 
fire department, thereby 
making an economic de- 
ployment of available man- 
power. He does not believe a 
full paramedic service is 
required, but agrees with a 
back-up vehicle, not equip- 
ped to quite the same extent. 


DOCTORS URGE 
HOSPITAL SERVICE - 
CONTROL COSTS 


Dr. H. E. Albrecht, chair- 
man of the hospital-appoin- 
ted committee to make re- 
commendations to the gen- 
eral medical staff on ambu- 
lance service, noted that he 
had worked 10 years in the 
Medicine Hat ambulance 
service before it was up- 
graded, had been with Smith 
Ambulance for a time and a 
casualty officer in the Uni- 
versity for a year. The 
Sturgeon Hospital was the 
only place from which a 
service should be operated in 
the committee's opinion and 
Dr. Albrecht thought the fire 
department idea was ‘“‘ludi- 
crous.’’ He favoured Starting 
with one ambulance and felt 
the impression that the ser- 
vice would be run off its feet 
was wrong. He doubted that 
there would be one call per 
day. While in Medicine Hat 
(when the population was 
23,000) he said, there were

sometimes three days at a 
time with no calls. Rather the 
recommendation of the doc- 
tors was a liaison with Smith 
Ambulance - one to do 
emergency only and the 
back-up unit could be a dis- 
patcher for Smith, which 
would he felt be more than 
adequate. The committee 
further recommended only 
one paramedic. He thought 
the ambulance people could 
be excellent hospital workers 
and hospital orderlies could 
help on ambulance calls. 
However it was brought out 
that the hospital admini- 
stration did not agree that 
there was staff time av- 
ailable, Dr. Albrecht said if 
there were two ambulances 
and two paramedics rather 
than the one and one he 
recommended, and the cost 
would be not much more, 
that was fine. The doctors 
also wanted a 911 emergency 
telephone system for St. 
Albert and a communication 
liaison network with other 
ambulance services in the 
district. 


CONTRACT PROPOSAL 


A new privately owned 
ambulance service, Rescue 
Med Ambulance Proposed a 
five-year contract service 
with one unit and one 
Stand-by at a flat rate of $25 
per hour, plus $1 per mile 
with transfers*at $20 per trip 
and no subsidy, Council 
requested further informa- 
tion in written form, 


ACT SOON 


A resident of Morgan 
Crescent said he wanted an 
ambulance service as soon as 
possible, ‘‘Has anybody ap- 
proached Smith to come in 
immediately?’’ he asked. 


WE COULD MOVE IN 


Mr. Jespersen of Smith 
Ambulance estimated one 
and a half transfer calls per 
day and a little less than one 
emergency call per day for 
the St. Albert service, “We 
would have to look at coming 
in here,” he said. “it costs 
money to have people sitting 
here."’ He felt there would 
sometimes be three days 
with no trip to this area - a lot 
of idle time, and he said the 
service would be ideal from 
the hospital. In talking to 
Minister Miniely, Mr. Jes- 
Persen said there was a big 
change coming to locate 
ambulance service in hos- 


. Pitals in centres other than 


where there are several 
hospitals, 


We would need an invita- 
tion first to come out here he 
went on, and we have done 
proposals for other towns 
neighbouring Edmonton who 
never thanked us or let us 
know. It is expensive - they 
said. If St. Albert wanted it, 
we have 14 vehicles and 
could move fairly quickly, A 
back-up would be provided 
and Mr. Jespersen said it 
would be needed in the 
country as well. We could 
handle calls to take People to 
various hospitals in Edmon- 
ton he added. He also said 
that the province is working 
on a communications net- 
work to tie in all over the 
province - for example a unit 
coming in from Slave Lake 
could notify the hospital 
here. Such a service is also 
needed for cases of ambu- 
lance breakdown he told 
council. Don’t wait for the 
province to get this in before 
your service is set up he said. 
“Hades could freeze over’’ 
said Mayor Plain. 


CO-OPERATE AND KEEP 
COSTS DOWN - TAXPAYER 


A taxpayer wanted council 
to look at the cost factor and 
favoured Dr. Albrecht’s sug- 
gestions. Council should get 
together with other con- 
cerned people he said, in 
Sturgeon etcetera and get an 
ambulance service. He felt a 
basic service would be suffi- 
cient. Or base it at the fire 
hall he said - those people 
have some basic training and 
the big cost is salaries. He 
also thought there would be a 
big cost difference between 
one and two ambulances, A 
volunteer service would not 
be adequate he said, Smith 
should provide the back-up 
service, s 

We feel a hospital service 
is best said Mr. Byron but 
the problem for council is to 
get the service as soon as 
possible. The taxpayer said 
council should co-operate 
with other municipalities and 
people and be ready to move 
to the hospital when the day 
comes. 

As a taxpayer, if we can’t 
resolve the problems with 
other jurisdictions said May- 
or Plain, would you be 
willing to pay for the service 
in other municipalities? Yes 
replied the gentleman. 

In response to a question 
as to whether one or two 
vehicles have been ordered - 
and surely we won't have a 
Service before July, the 
Mayor said it would be 
duplicity to ask for public 
input after action had been 
taken, and it would be some 
time before the service could 
be in operation.

Malfunction which can 
cause excessive overheating 
or even damaging fires can 
occur in any home electrical 
system. 

Although the incidence of 
problems is greater where 
certain combinations of al- 
uminum wire, devices and 
workmanship have been us- 
ed, defects in copper wiring 
installations also can have 
serious consequences. 

Sometimes damage happ- 
ens without apparent warn- 
ing. But frequently there are 
early signals which can alert 
the homeowner that trouble 
is on the way. 

Among the most common 
danger signs are the follow- 
ing situations, any of which 
warrants immediate investi- 
gation by a qualified con- 
tractor or electrician, 

Persistent blinking or fl- 
ickering of lights which 
cannot be traced to use of 
appliances or to other ex- 
ternal causes.

As it happens, Canadians 
are now well on the way to 
setting new standards in un- 
productiveness, For many 
years, our costs — primarily 
wages — have been increasing 
much more rapidly than our 
productivity. Now, according 
to the Canadian Federation 
of Independent Business, Ca- 
nadian industry is as much as 
37 per cent less efficient than 
similar industry in the United 
States.

The implications of that 


figure are grave. In the sim- 
plest terms, our higher wages 


and lower productivity mean 
that the Canadian dollar 
should be trading at only 60 
or 70 cents in terms of the 
American dollar. Only our 
consistently high level of re- 
source exports and foreign 
borrowing have kept the two 
dollars close to par. 


But what happens when 
our resources and interna- 
tional credit rating run out? 
Already, we’ve exhausted 
our export capacity in petro- 
leum. Ultimately, our other 
non-renewable resources 
must become exhausted, too. 


The challenge of the fu- 
ture for Canadians will be 
learning to live better with 
less. A conserver society 
must be developed to replace 
our present wasteful consu- 
mer society. Canada can’t af- 
ford to constantly expand 
the ranks of the unemploy- 
ed, forcing those looking for 
work to do our national con- 
serving for us.

Now for the good news. 
Learning to live within our 
means shouldn't be as diffi- 
cult as might be imagined.

Every year, more and more city dwellers are being turned 
off by the standard adorable pet and are buying unusual, 
off-beat animals - or at least they're trying to. 


Dave England, wildlife enforcement officer at the 
Department of Fish and Wildlife, says requests for permits 
for odd pets are skyrocketing. 


“The hottest pets on request now are llamas,’’ said 
England. 


‘We get all kinds of people phoning in for permits to own a 
pet llama.’’ ‘‘For the life of me I don’t know why,”’ he said. 


**Maybe its their wool they want.”’ 


It’s not legal to keep a llama in captivity for private use but 
you can import them into the country. 


‘*We get all kinds that call us,”’ said England. ‘‘If we don’t 
give them the answer they want, they just hang up.”’ 


England says skunks are becoming very popular as well. 


**You wouldn’t believe the number of people who want to 
keep skunks as pets."’ 


‘*They make a great pet but they're not legal to keep 
either,’’ he said. 


According to Calgary’s zoo director, Peter Karsten, it is 
illegal to keep native animals of Alberta in captivity unless 
you have a game farm license. 


There are however, some unusual pets that can be 
purchased legally from pet stores here in town. 


Pat Wes, proud owner of three underwater frogs and several 
newts says they're just great novelties to have around the 
house. 


“The frogs are kept with my tropical fish and look like little 
frog men swimming around the tank,"’ he said. 


Pet spiders, especially the Arizona tarantula, are now 
stocked in some exotic pet shops in Calgary. 


The female spider grows up to six inches in length and lives 
for 25 years. The smaller and much weaker male has a 
shorter life span. It is common for her to kill the male after 
they mate. 


If an eight-legged, full grown female spider were to escape 
out of its glass terrarium and bite the pet chihauhua, the dog 
would die.

Bill to be made legally binding 


The federal legislation 
protecting human rights has 
long been of the ‘‘paper 
tiger’’ variety, consisting of 
the Canadian Bill of Rights, a 
document having no powers 
of enforcement. The bill 
prohibited discrimination on 
a basis of race, national 
origin, color, religion or sex, 
but was not legally binding. 

As of November 29, 1976, 
however, this began to 
change when the long- 
awaited legislation to protect 
human rights was given first 
reading in the House of 
Commons. 

The new legislation, Bill 
C-25, contains three major 
aspects. An anti-discrimin- 
ation code applies to those 
persons, agencies, institu- 
tions and corporations com- 
ing within federal jurisdic- 
tion, such as banks, airlines, 
insurance and telephone 
companies. Also included is 
a provision granting indivi- 
duals access to government 
files on themselves, and an 


outlawing of the recording 
and transmission of hate 
messages over federally-re- 
gulated telephone systems. 

The anti-discrimination 
code defines a prohibited 
ground of discrimination as 
one based on race, national 
or ethnic origin, color, re- 
ligion, sex, age, marital 
status, physical handicap 
and a conviction for which a 
pardon has been granted. 
This code will apply to all 
federally-regulated organiz- 
ations in relation to the 
following activities: employ- 
ment, pay and promotions 
and their advertisement; 
provision of services, facil- 
ities or accommodation gen- 
erally available to the public 
and the provision of com- 
mercial or residential acc- 
ommodation. 

To the delight of women, it 
will be a discriminatory 
practice to differentiate in 
wages between men and 
women performing work of 
equal value. The bill says the

HATE MESSAGES 


The bill would also provide 
that any person or group 
engaging in a hate campaign 
by telephone would be 
subject to a cease and desist 
order, with failure to comply 
becoming grounds for a 
contempt of court charge 
carrying a penalty of up to 
one year in jail or a fine not 
exceeding $5,000. 

To enforce this legislation, 
a Human Rights Commission 
of between five and eight 
appointed members would 
be established, independent 
of government, responsible 
only to Parliament. Removal 
of a member would require 
an address of the Senate and 
the Commons. The com- 
mission would be empower- 
ed to investigate and initiate 
complaints and to appoint 
expert tribunals to adjudicate 
in anti-discrimination cases. 
These tribunals could issue 
enforceable orders, failure to 
comply with which could 
result in contempt of court. 
The commission could also 
conduct public education and 
would submit an annual 
report to Parliament. 


PROTECTION OF PRIVACY 


The new bill would grant 
the right of access to 
individuals in regard to 
personal information con- 
tained in government re- 
cords, and would allow them 
the right of correction as well 
as control over the govern- 
ment’s use of such infor- 
mation. One of the Human 
Rights Commissioners would 
be a Privacy Commissioner 
to perform an ombudsman- 
like role with wide powers to 
investigate any complaint 
from those who felt their 
rights to privacy as laid out 
under the bill were being 
denied. 


Consumers 
discuss 
aluminum

wiring 

Aluminum and copper 
wiring should both be re- 
cognized for household wir- 
ing according to the Cana- 
dian Standards Association 
(CSA) Consumer Advisory 
Panel. The consumer group 
met in Toronto on January 18 
to discuss household wiring 
and generally agreed with 
CSA's standards which re- 
cognize both aluminum and 
copper wire. 


CONTROVERSIAL 


Aluminum wire has been a 
controversial issue over the 
past three years with many 
groups calling for a ban. It 
has been used for over 12 
years in houses and there are 
about a half million Canadian 
homes wired with aluminum. 

‘Although many of the 
panel members were not 
satisfied with aluminum wire 
for varius reasons, the 
majority agreed with the 
means chosen by CSA's 
committees, to accommodate 
aluminum wire,’’ explains 
Peter James, CSA spokes- 
man. ‘‘They also felt there 
should be more information 
and instructions on electrical 
devices being sold in 
stores."’ 

The Consumer Panel re- 
commended that all homes 
be furnished with a wiring 
diagram along with infor- 
mation on the use of the 
wiring system. The Panel 
thought all homes should 
contain instruction manuals 
on the safe use of the 
electrical system. The group 
passed a resolution endor- 
sing enforcement that ade- 
quate information be printed 
on fuse panels and circuit 
breakers. This information 
should tell consumers what 
circuits the fuses or circuit 
breakers pertain to, Al- 
though this is a requirement 
in the Canadian Electrical 
Code, the Consumer Panel 
felt that it is not being strictly 
enforced, 

‘*The Panel also thought 
that the public should be- 
come more aware of CO/ALR 
(Copper and aluminum re- 
vised) receptables and un- 
animously passed a motion 
calling on CSA, Ontario 
Hydro and other utilities and 
the federal Department of 
Consumer and Corporate 
Affairs to carry out a national 
publicity campaign to pro- 
mote the use of CO/ALR 
with aluminum wire,"’ says 
Mr. James. 

Two years ago, CSA 
required that only CO/ALR 
receptacles be used ‘with 
aluminum. The Consumer 
Advisory Panel is a group of 
50 consumers, from all walks 
of life, that meet regularly 
and comment on CSA stan- 
dards. Their recommenda- 
tions are referred to CSA 
technical committees for 
consideration.

Labels tell the story tohelp consumers 


The label on a product is 
an important means of com- 
munication between a manu- 
facturer and consumers. 
Labels should say everything 
that needs to be said 
answer all the questions a 
buyer may have. 


MANDATORY LABELLING 


Consumer Packaging and 
Labelling Act - This is a 
completely mew law. It 
ensures that: prepackaged 
consumer products are acc- 
urately labelled as to con- 
tents, net quantity, etc., 
containers are standardized 
when there is an unnecessary 
number of sizes in use which 
may confuse buyers; mis- 
leading or fraudulent prac- 
tices in packaging and la- 
belling are eliminated; con- 
sumers are protected against 
fraud, Its regulations went 
into full effect September 
1st, 1975 for non-food items 
and March 1, 1976 for food 
items. 

Hazardous Products Act - 
Under this law, household 
chemical products must carry 
labels with both symbols and 
words to warn of their 
potential dangers, such as: 
**poison,’’ ‘*flammable,’’ 
‘*explosive,’’ or ‘‘corrosive.”’ 
Be concerned! Over 49,000 
Canadian children swallow 
poison each year. Read 
labels, 


FOOD & DRUG ACT 


This law is administered 
jointly by Health and Wel- 
fare Canada and the Dep- 
artment of Consumer and 
Corporate Affairs. As of 
March 1, 1976, perishable 


foods such as milk or meat 
carry a ‘‘best before’’ date to 
tell consumers when these 
products are at their best. 
Also the ingredients of all 
foods will have to be listed on 
labels. 

Textile Act - This act 
requires manufacturers to 
put labels on most articles 
made from fabrics. The 
labels will: name the fibres 
contained in the fabric by 
their family or generic 
names, show the amount of 
each fibre in the product by 
percentages, indicate the 
country of origin - if labelled 
“imported,”’ and identify the 
dealer for whom or by whom 
the articles was made, by 
name and address or an 
identification number. 

If only a number is used, 
you may obtain the dealer's 
name and address by writing 
to: The Consumer, Box 99, 
Ottawa/Hull, Canada, Kin 
8P9, or to amy of the 
department's regional offic- 
es.

Canada Standard Size Pr- 
ogram - These sizes are 
based on body measure- 
ments and not on the child’s 
age.

for Guide thoughts 


‘‘A penny for your th- 
oughts.’’ In all probability, 
this expression means more 
to a Girl Guide than to 
anyone else. Particularly on 
February 22. In 1926, the 
first ‘‘Thinking Day’’ was 
celebrated on February 22, to 
honour the joint birthday of 
Lord Baden-Powell, Founder 
of Scouting and Guiding, and 
Lady Baden-Powell, the 
World Chief Guide. Since 
that time, Girl Guides and 
Girl Scouts around the world 
have continued to set aside 
that date as a time to 
consider their sisters in 
Guiding in the 94 countries 
which make up the World 
Association. 

What's a birthday without 
presents? In 1932, a Belgian 
Guider proposed that if each 
Brownie, Guide, Ranger, 
Cadet and Guider would give 
a ‘Thinking Day’ penny, a 
large sum would be collected 
to support Guiding. This was 
the humble beginning of 
“The World Friendship 
Fund”’ as it is known today. 
The money is used in many 
ways to help Guiding: the 
purchase of uniforms for 
Guides in underdeveloped 
countries, travel grants to 
help Guides and Guiders to 
visit other countries and 
participate in International

Girl Guides and Girl 
Scouts carry out an amazing 
variety of short and long 
term service projects around 
the world. An educational 
organization based on spir- 
itual values must be con- 
cerned with the quality of life 
in each of its member 
countries. Guiding projects 
focus on the social, edu- 
cational and health aspects of 
life in urban and rural 
communities. 

Girl Guides/Girl Scouts 
have organized clean-up 
campaigns in Japan, Korea 
and Canada. They have 
taught child-care in the 
Phillipines and India. Peru 
and Liberia have seen them 
organize nutrition and food 
preservation courses. 

With so many girls and 
women still remaining with- 
out access to formal edu- 
cation, many member or- 
ganizations concentrate on 
literacy programs. Unem- 
ployment is also a current 
concern. Programs have 
been introduced in many 
countries aimed at preparing 
girls and women for useful 
employment. 

The policy of the World 
Association of Girl Guides 
and Girl Scouts is to encour- 
age member organizations to 
develop their programs in 
the way which best meets the 
needs in their countries, The 
broad scope of activities 
undertaken by the member- 
ship of over 7.3 million 
indicates that the differing 
needs of the world are being 
met,

Keith works solely with 
pen and ink and we were 
surprised to find his art kit 
consists of only pens, nibs, a 
bottle of India ink, pencils 
and an eraser. To compli- 
ment his enthusiasm for his 
hobby of sketching, Keith is 
an avid photographer and 
has a collection of over 3,000 
photographs of old barns and 
buildings, historical sites and 
just ‘‘old rustic stuff.’’

by great blocks of ice. 
Sawdust covered the floors of 
the butcher shop. It had 
heavy chopping block tables, 
great meat saws, knives and 
meat cleavers, hanging in a

In those days people 
shared the good and bad. 
The farmers and farm wives 
had none of the labour saving 
devices we now enjoy. Yet 
Sunday, everyone got into * 
their best clothes. Sirge 
suits, cleaned by hand and 
pressed by heavy irons were 
heated on a coal and wood 
stove. Patent leather slippers 
were shined with a bit of 
vaseline or a banana peel. 

Pretty coats and dresses 
and hats donned for a 
Sunday ride in buggy or a car 
of that vintage. Everyone 
took Sunday off, even if it 
was harvest time. There was 
always ‘‘company”’ for Sun- 
day dinners, everywhere. 
Nobody locked their doors in 
those days. Nobody had to, 
there were ‘‘hobos’’ riding 
the empty box cars. They 
were jobless men seeking 
work. Occasionally an inmate 
from the Oliver Institute 
would come, hiking down the 
railroad track. But who 
cared?

ABORTION REPORT 


A 473 page report on a 
three-member _ fact-finding 
committee on therapeutic 
abortion tabled in the Com- 
mons last week has found 
Canada’s 1969 abortion law 
surrounded by confusion, 
unclear standards and social 
inequity. 


The committee, headed by 
Toronto sociologist Robin 
Badgley, did not, however, 
recommend any changes in 
the abortion law itself. In- 
stead, it called for changes in 
its application. 

The report suggested re- 
gional centres specializing in 
abortion would do an effect- 
ive job in clearing up some of 
the problems. Fewer than 
half the Canadian hospitals 
now eligible under law to 
carry out therapeutic abor- 
tions do so. Those that don’t 
usually refuse because me- 
dical and nursing staff object 
on ethical or religious gr- 
ounds,

GOOD MANNERS A RULE 


People of those eras, had 
been brought up knowing 
manners, courtesy, respect, 
from the cradle onward. Kids 
in the 1920's and 1930's 
didn’t even feel deprived, in 
any way. No-one ever heard 
a boy or girl, man or woman 
ever utter, ‘I'm bored, or I 
could climb the walls."’ 
There was too much to do. 
They made ski's from wood- 
en barrel stoves, all sanded 
smooth and waxed. 

Many of us went down to 
play by the Sturgeon River 
where you could fish or 
gather clams. I went along 
with my two brothers and 
two little newly arrived En- 
glish boys when they went 
drowning or snaring go- 
phers. There was a bounty of 
two tails for 1¢. That 1¢ was 
good money then. I remem- 
ber finding one gopher, 
which was ‘‘drowned out”’ in 
the ball grounds. He was 
partially alive, so I did a sort 
of artificial respiration on 


him, by pressing his stomach 
to pump out the water. He 
warmed up under my hand, 
survived and wobbled away 
toward some willows, where 
he gained his health, to my 
tears. 

Gibbons was a very busy 
place to live in those days 
and residents were like 
“‘family.”’

During the Klondike Gold 
Rush, partners would often 
spend the winter whip-saw- 
ing lumber to build their boat 
for hauling supplies to the 
gold fields. The rigorous 
work often caused tempers to 
flare. Occasionally a part- 
nership was dissolved by 
sawing a boat in two after a 
quarrel, It took about 800 
feet of whip-sawed lumber to 
build a boat to haul one ton of
